1. Three important new airfields are to be constructed during the winter of 1952 


and the spring of 1953 in southern Bohemia. These fields will be near the 
towns of Tdbor, Pisek, and Ceské Bud jovice. ees 


Be Preparatory work on the Tabor field, west and southwest of the town, began on 
2 November 1952, under the direction of Col. Kouwtny and Chief Engineer Plessinger. 


3, The construction of these new fields is in aceord with the general plan set up in 
Moscow according to the proposals of the Soviet military mission under the dir- 
ection of General Svetievy. The first center set up under the plan is in a 
telengle between the cities of Clomour and Sternberk, The second center is in the 
Tabor .-{sekleské BwiSjovice triangle, ‘The third center should be in West "chemia, 
between Plze% and Domaglice, but no definite plan for it has yet been drawn..
